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INTRODUCTION 


At the 30th Congress of the American Ornithologists’ Union held 
in Cambridge, Mass., November 11, 1912, “it was voted to publish 
an additional Index to ‘The Auk’ covering the years 1901 to 1910, 
inclusive,” on the same plan as the 25-year Index published in 1907. 
The appointment of the Committee to prepare and edit the Index 
was left to the president, Dr. Frank M. Chapman, who on December 
17, 1912, appointed Dr. T. S. Palmer chairman with power to select 
the members of the committee and proceed with the Index. A few 
weeks later a committee of 13 members was organized, with Prof. 
W. W. Cooke as secretary, and at a meeting on February 7, 1913, 
plans were perfected and the work distributed. Ten of the mem- 
bers undertook the actual indexing and the others the preparation of 
of the copy for the press and the correction of the proof. The 
members of the committee were as follows (those who served on 
the former Index Committee being designated by an asterisk) :

As the work progressed it became evident that much additional 
labor was necessary in securing full names of authors and other 
biographical data in order to bring the Index up to the standard of 
modern bibliographical requirements adopted in the former Index. 
Eight members were therefore added as follows:

The Committee was fortunate in securing the invaluable aid of 
Dr. Jonathan Dwight, Jr., Chairman of the original Index Com- 





mittee, and Dr. C. W. Richmond and Dr. Witmer Stone, Editor of 
the Auk, in correcting the proof. Dr, Dwight very generously of- 
fered to look over the entire proof and contributed many critical 
notes and suggestions, and Dr. Richmond corrected the names of 
foreign species and read the proof of the Biographical Index. 

The full committee of 22 members was thus practically divided 
into three subcommittees: an indexing subcommittee of 10 mem- 
bers, a biographical subcommittee of 8 members, and a proof read- 
ing subcommittee of 4 members. While somewhat smaller than the 
committee which prepared the Index of 1907, it included 10 members 
who were especially equipped by reason of the experience gained in 
the former work. 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK 


The basis of this Index was a series of cards prepared by Prof. 
W. W. Cooke in connection with the work of the Biological Survey. 
These cards were rearranged according to volumes, distributed to 
the ten indexers to compare with the text, correct and supplement 
when necessary, each member thus being responsible for one volume. 
After the cards had been corrected they were returned to the secretary 
who arranged them in a single alphabet and had them copied on 
sheets for the press. These sheets were then returned to the indexers 
for comparison with the cards to insure that the copying had been 
done correctly. In this way each entry was checked at least twice. 
Indexing began promptly in February, 1913. By May about one- 
fourth of the cards had been returned, and at the annual meeting in 
November the Committee reported that the copy was nearly finished. 
The winter was devoted to completing the copy and making the final 
corrections. When the Union met in Washington in April, 1914, 
the manuscript was delivered to the editor ready for the press. The 
first proofs were received early in July, but through unforeseen and 
unavoidable delays, the work was not all in type until the middle of 
October, 1914. The necessity for care in correcting the proofs and 
the time consumed in having them looked over by several persons 
still further delayed completion of the proof reading until Decem- 
ber and postponed issue of the work until early in 1915. In compari- 
son with the progress of the former and larger work, the actual 
time consumed in preparing the 10-year Index and putting it through 
the press was 2 years instead of 8 years and it appears 4 years 
instead of 7 years after the last volume to which it refers. 
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PLAN OF THE INDEX 


The general plan of this Index is the same as that of 1907, which 
was described by the editor, Dr. Jonathan Dwight, as follows: 

1. “ AutHors. Titles of papers are in chronological order and in 
condensed form. Reviews and notices are indicated by the ab- 
breviation ‘(rev.),’ which is used alone when the author is reviewed, 
and by the additional word ‘see’ prefacing the paragraph when the 
author is reviewer.” ... 

2. “Locatities. Names of authors in alphabetical order are 
placed under each.” , 

3. “GENERA. Species in alphabetical order are indexed under 
their respective genera, subspecies or races being, for indexing con- 
venience, treated like species and the middle term of the trinomial 
dropped. Under species, the page references are arranged by states 
and countries in alphabetical order, and, set off by a dash, at the 
end of the localities are additional categories in which are put refer- 
ences to matters other than distribution. . . . The scientific names 
adopted are those of the A. O. U. Check-List [of 1910] with ap- 
proved corrections to the end of 1912, and for foreign species, as a 
rule, partly those of Sharpe’s ‘Hand List’ and partly those of 
Ridgway’s ‘ Birds of Middle and North America’ to date [of 1914]. 
An asterisk indicates an original description . . . and an interroga- 
tion point a reference doubtfully placed.” 

4. “SynonyMs or Cross REFERENCES. Each refers directly to 
the name with which it is synonymised in this index and some are 
merely cross references rather than actual synonyms. Vernacular 
names in modern foreign languages have been discarded.” 

5. “ MisceELLANgEous Items. Everything not provided for in the 
other primary divisions is included in these items, such as notices 
of journals and the classified subject matter of body articles under 
various headings such as ‘ Distribution,’ ‘ Migration,’ ‘ New Species,’ 
‘ Nidification’ and many others.” 

6. Key Letters. Each name of a species that occurs in the A. 
O. U. Check-List is followed by the English name given it in that 
Check-List. If any English or vernacular name is used for this 
species in ‘The Auk’ without a Latin name, then the key letter “a” 
precedes the English name in the index and this same key letter is 
added to every reference in which this species is mentioned without 
a scientific name. Following the English name is a list of all the 
Latin synonyms each with its own key letter. Thus under Am- 
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modramus, the species australis is followed by (*Grasshopper or 
yellow-winged sparrow, ” Coturniculus, © passerinus, * Coturniculus 
passerinus, ° Fringilla). Under this arrangement omission of a key 
letter in the subjoined references indicates that the species is referred 
to as Ammodramus australis; the key letter “a” indicates that the 
species is mentioned by one of the English or vernacular names, 
without any Latin equivalent; ‘“b”’ indicates the combination Co- 
turniculus australis; “c” Ammodramus passerinus; “a” Coturnic- 
ulus passerinus; and “‘e” Fringilla australis, 

As the work progressed the committee was convinced that several 
changes might be made with advantage and some of the matter 
eliminated without serious loss but in order to have the Index uni- 
form with the previous volume it was deemed advisable to introduce 
no innovations which might interfere with this object. Conse- 
quently only three minor changes have been made viz. : 

(a) Use of black face type for every entry accompanied by a 
page reference, and the smaller Roman type for cross references. 
Thus greater uniformity is secured and a glance is sufficient to dis- 
tinguish secondary references by the less conspicuous type. 

(b) Insertion of dates of birth and death after names of de- 
ceased authors. 

(c) Inclusion in the Introduction of a special Index to all the 
biographical matter thus far published in “The Bulletin of the 
Nuttall Ornithological Club”’ and “The Auk” in order to bring 
together in one place a convenient list covering all the volumes from 
1876-1914. 

AUTHORS’ NAMES 

Modern bibliographical standards require full names of authors 
with date of birth, and for deceased authors, dates of birth and 
death. In the former Index full names were obtained when pos- 
sible and in the present work dates have been inserted after names of 
deceased individuals, but no attempt has been made to ascertain the 
dates of birth of persons who are still living. The same care has 
been exercised in preserving the full names of authors in original 
form as in ascertaining the original spelling of names of genera or 


species. In following this rule additional names of several well- 


known ornithologists have been brought to light. Few persons 
realize that John James Audubon was not Audubon’s full name. He 
himself says in a letter to Mrs. Rathbone in 1827: “ My name is 
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John James Laforest Audubon. The name Laforest I never sign 
except when writing to my wife, and she is the only being, since my 
father’s death, who calls me by it.” But all his wife’s letters ad- 
dressed him as Laforest. 

The dropping of names may lead to confusion. Readers as a rule 
are not aware that the full name of George Baur is George Hermann 
Carl Ludwig Baur, or that articles signed by C. Hellmayr and E. 
Hellmayr are written by the same author, Carl Eduard Hellmayr. 
Neither do they remember that Allan Brooks and A. C. Brooks are 
both Allan Cyril Brooks, nor that A. M. Frazar and M. A. Frazar are 
one and the same person, unless reference can be had to some source 
where the names are given in full. Some authors drop certain 
initials, which they apparently regard as superfluous. Ordinarily 
this matters little but it is frequently interesting and sometimes im- 
portant to ascertain an author’s full name for purposes of identifica- 
tion. Mistakes in initials are frequent and names which are really 
different may through a slight error in the initials appear identical. 
Among the persons mentioned in “The Auk” are a number who 
have the same surnames with slightly different initials. Thus under 
Brown are H., and H. H.; under Clark, A. H., C. H., J. H., 
and J. N.; under Shufeldt, P. W., R. W., and R. W. 3rd, and under 
Watson, J. B., and J. R. The entries under Fisher represent 8 
different persons whose initials are A. K., W. K., E. W., G. C., G. J., 
W. T. and two with W. H. A very slight error in any of these 
cases might be misleading but it is impossible to distinguish between 
William Harmanus Fisher and William Hubbell Fisher, merely by 
initials. In another case two writers on the birds of Vermont have 
identical initials, although their full names Carlton Dexter Howe 
and Clifton Durand Howe are quite different. 

Special care is necessary to avoid confusion in the names Adams, 
Swainson, and Corning. Charles Francis Adams -and Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., were not father and son, nor were William 
Swainson, the ornithologist, and William Swainson his biographer. 
In each case the former is dead and the latter now living. The name 
Erastus Corning was borne by five generations in the same family 
and the A. O. U. member who died in 1893, the third in the list, 
was distinguished by “Jr.” as his father was still living at that time. 
All such cases require dates for purposes of identification. 

Reference should also be made to the rather rare cases in which 
an individual has taken up his residence in a foreign country and

his name has been translated or changed from its original form. 
Dr. Gundlach, whose name is so intimately associated with the zool- 
ogy of Cuba, is usually known as John Gundlach or Juan Gundlach, 
but he was born in Germany and his original name was Johann 
Christoph Gundlach. Dr. Gustav [Ferdinand Rudolph] Radde 
was born in Germany but spent most of his life in Russia and his 
name may be found jin Russian biographies in the form Gustav 
Ivanovich Radde. Similarly Dr. Ladislas Taczanowski’s name is 
sometimes given as Ladislas Casimirovich Taczanowski, in con- 
formity with Russian custom. 

In all these cases the name is given in full and any part which 
may have been dropped is enclosed in brackets. 


BIOGRAPHICAL INDEX 


No attempt was made in the former Index or in the body of this 
index to bring together references to the widely scattered biographical 
notes and obituaries of ornithologists and members of the Union. 
To supply what seemed to be an important omission a list of these 
notes was arranged in alphabetical order. The obituaries vary from 
simple announcements of death to elaborate memorial addresses, 
some of which are accompanied by portraits or occasionally by a 
bibliography. When it was decided to bring the list down to date 
and include all deceased members of the Union, it was found that 
about sixty names were accompanied merely by the date of death, 
and of the 200 or more obituary notices fully half lacked some im- 
portant item of time or place of birth or death. In supplying these 
data recourse has been had to every available source of information 
and much assistance has been rendered the committee by corre- 
spondents in all parts of the country and abroad. Discrepancies in 
statements of age and in dates are frequent, and are evidently due to 
imperfect information or lack of opportunity to check up the data 
at the time the original notices were prepared. When important 
discrepancies have come to light special efforts have been made to 
ascertain the correct data and attention is called to an apparently 
erroneous date by enclosing it in parentheses with the word “ not.” 
Dates of birth are sometimes uncertain and cannot be given nearer 
than the year. In the very exceptional case of Audubon the dates 
are variously assigned from 1772 to 1783, although 1780 is the year 
usually accepted; the day is sometimes given as May 4 and some- 
times as May 5. The latter seems to be based on the best authority 
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and has been formally adopted by the legislature of Louisiana in 
selecting Audubon’s birthday as the date for the celebration of Bird 
Day. 

Further investigation is necessary to settle the various points still 
in doubt and to complete the comparatively meager data on which 
the list is based. As it stands the list contains the names of about 
275 persons, many of whom have been prominent in ornithology in 
the last half century. 


SUPPLEMENTARY LIST. 


In the general Index about 175 authors’ names appeared in more 
or less incomplete form. Some of the missing names came to 
light in the course of the present work and it seemed desirable to 
complete as many of them as possible before it was too late to collect 
the information. As a result of the combined labors of the com- 
mittee and their correspondents, 145 names have been found. Of 
the 30 still missing, about one-fourth are foreign and the others 
with possibly three or four exceptions are of minor importance from 
an ornithological standpoint. 
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In collecting biographical data valuable aid has been received 
from a number of sources not directly connected with the American 
Ornithologists’ Union. Among these should be mentioned the Bio- 
graphical Department of the American Medical Association, the His- 
torical Society of Wisconsin and the Library of the Zoological 
Society of London. Among individuals are T. J. Ashe of Key West, 
Fla.; James Buckland of London, England; M. Vladimir Genero- 
soff of Petrograd, Russia; Ernst Hartert of Tring, England; S. W. 
Linebaugh of Russellville, Ky.; Dr. Einar Lonnberg of Stockholm, 
Sweden; R. B. Rockwell of Denver, Colo.; Dr. Eugene Swope of 
Cincinnati, O.; Walter R. Welch of Capitola, Calif.; and Dr. B. B. 
Woodward, Librarian of the British Museum of Natural History, 
London. To these and all others who have rendered assistance the 
thanks of the committee are due. 

In preparing the index cards and the copy for the press the greater 
part of the work has fallen on the secretary of the committee, Prof. 
W. W. Cooke, who has also read the proof with special reference to 
the accuracy of the citations under the scientific names. Finally, 
mention should be made of the painstaking care of the printers who 
have sought in every way to make the Index as accurate as possible.

BIOGRAPHICAL INDEX 


The following index contains references to the biographical matter which has 
been published in the ‘ Bulletin of the Nuttall Ornithological Club’ and ‘The 
Auk.’ It includes the names of all persons whose obituary notices have appeared 
in the volumes from 1876 to 1914 inclusive and also the names of all members 
of the American Ornithologists’ Union who have died prior to the publication of 
this index. The earliest death in the list is that of Alexander Wilson in 1813, 
consequently the period covered by the Index is almost exactly the century which 
has elapsed since the death of the ‘ Father of American Ornithology.’ Among 
the 275 names mentioned will be found many of those most prominent in the 
annals of ornithology in America and Europe especially during the last 40 years. 

Under each name are given six items: (1) reference to the biographical notice, 
(2) place of birth, (3) date of birth, (4) place of death, (5) date of death, and 
(6) age at death. Ages are stated in terms of the nearest year and the accom- 
panying signs + and — show whether or not the year was completed. For ex- 
ample, a person who was born on January 1, 1850 and died in 1900 was 50 years 
old at the time of his death. If he died in June, 1900, his age is stated as 50 + 
to show that he had lived 50 full years and some months or days; but if he died 
in July, 1900, his age is given as 51 — to indicate that he was in his fifty-first 
year and nearer 51 than 50. 

An asterisk (*) indicates that an announcement of the death of a member of 
the Union has been published in ‘The Auk’ but without any biographical notice. 
If such notice has appeared elsewhere a reference to the article is added,
